“Fret not thyself in any wise to 
do evil.” Psa. 37:8. Some commands 
as binding as “Thou shalt not kill.” 

‘We, the children of God, would not 
dream of putting a knife into our 
brother’s heart, but He who said, 
Thou shalt not kill, also said, Let not 
your heart be troubled. That is, suf- 
fer not your heart to be troubled. 
When we allow ourselves to become 
unduly disturbed and our peace shat- 
tered, we become a prey to a count- 
less train of evils, moral, mental, 
spiritual, and physical. 

Scientists say disease (dis-ease) of 
body can often be traced back to dis- 
ease (dis-ease) of mind or a troubled 
condition of the mind. The all-wise, 
all-knowing, great Physician, Jesus, 
knew this that is why He command- 
ed, Let not your heart be troubled. 
Paul said, Study to be quiet. 

Too great indulgence in conversa- 
tion, though perhaps no hurtful things 
are being said, is a great hindrance to 
deep spirituality. John Wesley, that 
great and holy man of God, said, 
Never converse longer than an hour 
on even holy themes, then turn the 
mind and heart inward and upward 
and refill else detriment to one’s ex- 
perience would ensue. 

“Be careful for nothing; but in 
every thing by prayer and supplica- 
tion with thanksgiving let your re- 
quests be made known unto God. And 
the peace of God, whick passeth all 
understanding, shall keep your hearts 
and minds through Christ Jesus.” 
To be cumbered with a load of care 
is to invite a frame of mind, tant and 
easily upset. Joy is gone which is our 
strength. The sweet peace that is to 
keep our hearts and minds thru Je- 
sus Christ cannot abide in a care- 
worn heart as the keeping power of 
God flees when corroding care is al- 
lowed to reign in our spirits. 

“Casting all your care upon him 
for he careth for you.” How great and 
sweetly the old song writer hymns it, 
I’ll cast on Him my every care and 
wait for thee, sweet hour of prayer. 

If one has been worrying and fret- 
ting and carrying life’s burdens, it 
requires quite an effort of the will to 
cease, but God’s grace is sufficient 
and He that calleth you will also de- 
liver. The troubled, careworn heart is 
unsanctified to just the depth that 
care is allowed to go. Plead the blood, 
exert the will, praise God, though just 
a lip service, and the fretting, trou- 
blesome demons will have to depart. 
We must do it. Suffering and drunk- 
enness and cares of this life are 
snares that will debar us from 
eligibility to the bridehood of the 
Lamb of God. Serious enough that! 

“Let no man glory in men.” There 
is born within us a natural aptitude 
to worship. God implanted it there to 
worship and glorify Him, but how oft 
do we turn this beautiful attribute to 
deadly purposes, worshipping some- 
thing within ourselves either evident 
or imaginary. It is strange how easy 
it is for something to slip in and 
claim the homage God should have, 
a new dress, shoes, home, automobile, 
set of china or silverware, position 
even in the church government, our 
church building, especially if it be spa- 
cious, when we ought to be all the 
more humble and thankful to God. 
Sometimes even toward our pastor 
or other church officials because en- 
dowed with exceptional gifts anda 
graces and attractions instead of en- 
gendering a lowly, contrite, thankful 
attitude toward God who in His bless- 
ed mercy hath thus provided for us, 
we glory in our preacher. We saw 
God reach down and take a _ dear, 
powerful man of God to Himself be- 
cause His people got their. eyes off 
God and on him. Glory not in men. 

The Antichrist, man worshipping 
spirit is abroad in the land, therefore 
let us heed the command, Let no man 
glory in men. 

Oh it means so much to stay hum- 
ble at Jesus’ feet and hear His low 
whisper, Humble yourselves, there- 
fore under the mighty hand of God 
that He may exalt you. Love not the 
world, neither the things that are in 
the world. If we love the world the 
love of the Father is not in us. Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.

We can answer this question with 
Eph. 6:11, 12, “Put on the whole arm- 
our of God, that ye may be able to 
stand against the wiles of the devil. 
For we wrestle not against flesh and 
blood, but against principalities, 
against powers, against the rulers of 
the darkness of this world, against 
spiritual wickedness in high places.” 
We find by that scripture we have 
plenty against us to make a hard bat- 
tle. 

After we put on the whole armour 
of God we need not look for an easy 
time for there is a continual warfare 
between the flesh and the spirit. If 
we stop to rest or go to sleep on the 
battlefield, we are sure to be captured, 
overpowered, and brought into bond- 
age of Satan. A woe is pronouncea 
upon the man who becomes at ease 
in Zion. We must not get too well 
pleased with ourselves and just sit 
down on the stool-of-do-nothing. There 
is no sleeping coach on my Savior’s 
train.

The following article is a sermon in 
brief preached by Evangelist James 
J. Martin at the Church of God hall 
in Billings, Mont. This sermon has 
been a great blessing to me and I feel 
as though God would have us pass it 
on. 





“*Pray without ceasing. In every 
thing give thanks: for this is the will 
of God in Christ Jesus concerning 
you.’ 1 Thess. 5:17, 18. 

“Although all the world frowns and 
grumbles, we can smile and shout the 
victory. We are weary pilgrims on our 
way to that land where we'll never 
grow old. We are striving to make 
heaven our home. To do this we need 
to pray much. Prayer is the keynote 
to heaven. Prayer means talking to 
our heavenly Father. When it reach- 
es the throne something happens. 
How wonderful it would be if we all 
could realize the real significance of 
conversing with God, of knowing that 
prayer changes things! Not any kind 
of haphazard way of merely saying a 
careless prayer will have any effect 
whatever. Nothing will be accomp- 
lished in this manner. 

“We need determination. God wants 
us to be determined. Anything worth 
asking for at all is worth efforts on 
our part. We find a very good example 
of prayer in Daniel’s case found in 
Dan. 10:1-3. Daniel had an earnest de- 
sire. He knew God was a prayer an- 
swering God so He laid the matter 
before God openly. He prayed that God 
would enlighten him. Not only once 
did he pray but, filled with determi- 
nation to have his request granted, he 
fasted and prayed twenty-one days. He 
pressed his case before God. He asked 
in faith believing. He didn’t give up, 
and as a result God heard and answer- 
ed. 

“We need to get down to bed rock 
and pray that God will give us a bur- 
den such as Daniel had, with a deter- 
mination to see things accomplished. 
Some people, however, if they were 
blessed with a burden would think 
they had backslidden and finally de- 
cide there was no use to go on, Dear 
ones, we need to wake up. We're serv- 
ing a living Christ. Praise God! It 
will take prayer to break the bands of 
sin and Satan. 

“Some folks seem to think it mere 
foolishness to pray for small things 
or to pray when things are going: 
along smoothly. We don’t need to wait. 
until someone is dying or wait untiF 
all other hopes are gone, but we should 
take everything to God in prayer first. 
Let Him fix it for you before small 
things turn into larger ones. Remem- 
ber, it’s not always the size of a thing 
that counts. If we can’t trust our Sav- 
ior for the small things, how can we’ 
expect to be able to trust Him for the: 
greater things? As a small child is: 
nourished and grows into manhood 
slowly, day by day, so must our faitfi 
in Christ grow. Master the small 
things and we shall be made ruler of 
things of greater value, 

“We have many promises in God’s 
Word encouraging us to come to Him 
asking for what we need and desire. 
Oh that everyone could realize it 
does not impoverish the Lord to bless 
and answer our petitions as we cry 
to Him! He is more than willing to 
bestow His blessings upon us. His 
storehouse is full. He says, Ask and 
it shall be given. Not ‘may be’ or ‘per- 
haps,’ but it ‘shall.’ Again He says, 
Whatsoever ye ask in prayer, believ- 
ing, ye shall receive. We must really 
pray, not half-heartedly but sincerely, 
with a fervent desire for something. 
i a prayer will not go by unheed- 
ed. 

“Some may ask, What shall we ask? 
We have the privilege of asking and 
the Lord delights in our asking and 
is always ready to grant our fervent, 
sincere petition. Why should we fail 
to ask anything? God has promised 
to supply our every need and not only 
that but He has said that if we de- 
light ourselves in the Lord He would 
give us the desire of our hearts. If 
we have some cherished desire, a de- 
sire that is within God’s law, barring 
foolishness, why not take it to Him? 
He'll grant it if He thinks it best for 
us. Let’s not be afraid to ask any- 
thing of God in prayer whether great 
or small. No one understands like God. 

“Perhaps many of you have prayed 
for things and have not received them. 
This was not God’s fault, it was yours, 
Search yourself. Ask God to let you 
see yourself in heaven’s looking glass 
so you can see what is wrong. Many 
things hinder our prayers from get- 
ting to the throne of grace, such as 
foolish talking, jesting or perhaps 
failure to take opportunities to do 
God's will: Remember Christ said, ‘If 
ye abide in me, ye shall ask whatso-

Many 
things we do and say are not exactly 
Christ-like. Let’s be careful. In 2 
Chron. 7:14 we find God says, ‘If my 
people, * * * humble themselves, and 
pray, * * * I will hear from heaven, 
and will forgive their sin.’ So if all 
hindrances on our part are cast aside, 
there is no reason why our sincere 
petitions cannot be granted. 


“Sometimes God’s children knock 
on the door of mercy and then when 
God doesn’t answer immediately they 
run away. God tells us to knock but 
He didn’t say how long or how loud. 
If we really want an entrance, we 
must be persistent. Remember in 
Daniel’s case the angel was delayed 
twenty-one days before he came to 
Daniel. Did Daniel ask once and then 
run away to the arm of flesh? No. 
He waited upon God. Let’s not be so 
unfaithful as to doubt that the door 
shall be opened when we knock. Be 
persistent. Perhaps God tests us to 
see if we really are in earnest. 

“So many Christians today are 
prone to drift into formality. How 
easy it is for Satan to sneak in and 
cause us to go thru a form of wor- 
ship. We have an interesting account 
of how three of God’s children refus- 
ed to worship anything but the true 
and living God. Dan. 3:12. When the 
king issued a command that al) should 
worship the golden image the three 
Hebrew children refused. Then some 
of the king’s men who were supposed 
to be worshipping the idol spied the 
three who were not obeying the king 
and hastened to report them. As a re- 
sult God’s faithful ones were cast in- 
to the fiery furnace only to come out 
more than conquerors with Christ. I 
am afraid some of us go about prayer 
in the same attitude the king’s men 
did. We look thru our fingers to see 
what our neighbors are doing. Let us 
get down to business and really pray 
with boldness. Daniel was not afraid 
to pray. He opened his windows to- 
ward Jerusalem and prayed three 
times a day. The devil likes to get us 
to quit praying. He whispers in many 
little catching ways, such as, You had 
better not pray here, you'll disturb 
somebody, or, It’s too cold and you’re 
too tired to pray at your bedside to- 
night, wait until you get .h bed. If 
we heed to such suggestions the devil 
will gain one victory after another 
until he has us forgetting to pray at 
all or else he gets us to thinking we 
don’t need to pray. The three Hebrew 
children prayed. God heard and an- 
swered. We’re serving the same God 
today. Let’s pray and God will an- 
swer. Have faith in God. 

“Ps. 5:2 tells us to whom we should 
pray. We should not pray to please 
people but to please God. In Psa. 55: 
17 David tells us we should pray often, 
morning, noon, and evening. And it 
wouldn’t do us any harm to pray in 
between times. Our commandment is 
to pray without ceasing. We eat three 
times a day to feed the physical man. 
The inner man needs food to feed 
him by reading God’s Word and by 
prayer. The devil will tell you you 
haven’t time. Take time. Sometime if 
the Lord detains His coming, we will 
have to take time to die; and without 
prayer down here we won’t be ready 
to meet Him. How happy each home 
would be if that home had a family 
altar. Begin God’s work at home in 
your home. Stress family prayer. 
Turn family rows into family prayers. 

“In the eighteenth chapter of St. 
Luke, reading down to the ninth 
verse, we find just how merciful God 
is. If we cry unto Him day and night 
He will answer us speedily. 

“Again we find in James 5:16-18 
that we should confess our faults one 
to another and pray one for another. 
Our faults aren’t necessarily sin, but 
we need to pray more for each other 
that we may overcome our faults, 
thus going on to perfection. We tind 
here it says the fervent prayer of 2 
righteous man availeth much. While 
we're praying for ourselves, telling 
God the desires of our hearts, let’s 
not forget to pray for God’s children 
everywhere. Remember someone, per- 
haps, is being severely tried, the devil 
is beating upon some precious soul, 
or perhaps some dear person is dis- 
couraged. Pray one for another during 
the day as we go about our duties. 
Perhaps more than one asks us to pray 
for them. We readily promise to do 
so, but do we do it earnestly, whole- 
heartedly? We do not know what an- 
guish, sorrow, or burden that dear 
heart contains. We should take it to 
God in prayer, asking that each _re- 
quest will be granted if it’s God’s will. 
Let’s feel our brother’s burden. Pray 
for him as we would if it were our 
own petition. We need not know every 
request. God knows and understands 
it all, that is sufficient. Pray for a 
closer walk with God and that the 
gifts of the Spirit will be restored in 
their fullness to every local church 
and mission of the Church of God.
